I. *^ j'H H E ordinary Meetings of the Society fhall be week- 
JL \j, upon Thurfday, beginning at fix of the clock in 
the afternoon, and continue about an hour as ufual, at the 
difcretion of the Prefident, 

II. When the Prefident takes the chair, the reft of the 
Fellows fhall place themjfelves orderly and conveniently for 
the bufinefs of the Meeting ; and no flranger fhall be permitted 
to be prefent during the Meeting, unlefs by order of the Pre- 
fident, or by leave obtained of the Society upon the motion af 
fome Member before the Prefident takes the chair ; and the 
name of every perfon fb permitted to be prefent, and of the 
Fellow who moved for him, fhall be entered in the Journal- 
Book. 

III. When any Fellow fpeaketh, he fhall addrefs his fpeech 
to the Prefident ; and the refl fhall be filent. 

IV. When two or more offer to fpeak together, the Pre- 
fident fhall determine which of them fliall fpeak firft, 
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V. The bufinefs of the Society in their ordinary Meetings 
ihall be, to order, and take account of, philofophical expe- 
riments and oblervations ; to read and hear letters, reports, and 
other papers, concerning philofophical matters ; as alfo to 
view the Produ<5l:ions of nature and art : and thereupon to 
confider what may be deduced from them, or any of them ; 
and how far they, or any of them, may be improved for ufe
